ORDINANCE NO. 201 


An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre Prohib 
Itiny the Construction, Maintenance, 
or Keeping within the Residence dis¬ 
trict of tlie City of Sierra Madre of 
Livery Stables, Corrals or Other 
Places for Animals for Hire, Estab¬ 
lishing the Boundaries of tlie Resi¬ 
dence District of the City of Sierra 
Madre; Regulating the Keeping of 
Animals for Hire; Providing a Pen 
ally for the Violation of the Pro¬ 
visions of this Ordinance and Re 
pealing all Ordinances and Parts of 
Ordinances in Conflict Herewith. 
WHEREAS, wc lbe Hoard of Trim 
lees of the City of Sierra Madre, on in¬ 
vestigation have found and determined 
ns a matter of fact, as a matter of fact 
ns a matter of fact, that the maintain¬ 
ing In the residential district of said 
Gtty of corrals, stables and oilier in 
closures for the care and keeping of 
nninials for hire lias invariably result 
cd in the accumulation of manure and 
other filthy substances of various 
kiuds, generating noxious odors, and 


breeding and attracting flies and other 
vermin; has been the source of many 
loud, disagreeable and distracting , 
noises; has been the cause of much 
dust, dirt, discomfort and damage to 
the inhabitants of said residential dis¬ 
trict; and constitutes an intolerable 
nuisance injuriously affecting the 
health, property and welfare of the 
people of the said City residing in said 
residential district. 

And whereas the conditions above 
mentioned have been the cause of fre¬ 
quent complaints from the people of 
said City, who have petitioned this 
body to pass an ordinance to prevent 
the further continuance of these condi¬ 
tions by excluding the causes thereof, 

Now therefore, the Hoard of Trus¬ 
tees of tlie City of Sierra Madre do or¬ 
dain as follows; 

SECTION 1. That it shall he un¬ 
lawful for any person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion or any employee of any person, 
firm or corporation to construct, main- 
lain or keep or cause or permit to he 
constructed, maintained or kept within 
tlie limits of the residential District 
of said city hereinafter described, any 
livery stable, corral or other inclosure 
or place for maintaining or keeping 
temporarily or permanently of animals 
for hire. 

SECTION 2. Tlie Residence District 
of the City of Sierra Madre is hereby 
defined uad described aH follows, to- 
wit: 

Commencing at the junction of Cen- 
Irul Avenue and Canon Avenue in said 
City, thence north to Alegria Avenue, 
thence west to Mountain Trail Avenue, 
thence north lo Mira Monte Avenue, 
llienee to the Junction of Mira Monte 
Avenue and Carter Avenue, thence 
northwest and west along Carter Ave- 
I nue and the line of Carter Avenue ex- 
I tended to Sierra Madre Avenue, thence 
I south on Sierra Madre Avenue to Live 
Oak Avenue, thence east on Live Oak 
Avenue to the line of Canon Avenue 
I extended, thence north to the place of 
| beginning. 

Excepting, however, the following 
described property lying within the 
above described boundaries and con¬ 
stituting the principal business sec¬ 
tion of said City, to-wit: 

Heginning at the junction of Central 
Avenue and Lima Street, running 
thence north to Montecito Avenue, 
thence east on Montecito Avenue to 
Auburn Avenue, thence north on Au¬ 
burn Avenue to Montecito Avenue, 
thence east on Montecito Avenue to 
Baldwin Avenue, thence easterly along 
the tight of way of the Pacific Electric 
Railway to Mountain Trail Avenue, 
thence south on Mountain Trail Ave¬ 
nue to Santa Anita Court, thence west 
on Santa Anita Court to Sierra Place, 
thence south on Sierra Place to Suf- 
loll; Avenue, thence west on Suffolk 
Avenue to Raid win Avenue, thence 
north on Haldwiu Avenue to a point 
150 feet south of Central Avenue, 
thence west on a line parallel with 
Central Avenue to Lima Street, thence 
north to the place of beginning. 

SECTION 3. That it shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion, or any employee of any person, 
firm or corporation to construct, main- 
tain or keep or cause or permit to he 
< onBimeted, maintained or kept within 
the limits of tlie excepted business dis¬ 
trict above described in Section 2 here¬ 
of, any livery stable, corral or other in- 
closure or place tor maintaining or 
keeping temporarily or permanently of 
animals for hire, without a permit from 
the Hoard of Trustees of said City on 
written application of the applicant 
specifying the number and kind of 
animals desired to be so kept or main¬ 
tained. the period of time and place of 
keeping ami maintaining of said ani¬ 
mals. and the kind of business to be 
i rausacted. 

The te’rrilory to which this clause 
pertains is entirely surrounded by the 
Resilience District of said City, ami 
vent through an unreasonable use or 
vent through an unresonable use of 
the business district the evils com¬ 
plained of in tlie Residence District. 

SECTION 4. That the word "Ani¬ 
mal" shall he construed to mean any 
horse, mule. Jenny, jack, or burro. 

SECTION 5. That any person, firm 
or corporation or any employee of 
any person, iirin or corporation violat¬ 
ing any of the provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance shall be deemed guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanor. and shall upon conviction 
thereof, he punishable by a fine not to 
exceed $ 100 . 00 , or by imprisonment for 
a period not to exceed thirty days, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 

SECTION 6 . The provisions of Sec¬ 
tions 1 and 3 of this ordinance are in- 
de|>cndent of each other, and an attack 
upon one provision shall not affect the 
other. 

SECTION 7. That all ordinances 
ami parts of ordinances in conflict 
with the provisions of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 8 . That the City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of this 
ordinance and shall cause the same to 
be published once in the "Sierra Ma- 
(lrc News," a weekly newspaper pub¬ 
lished and circulated in the City of 
Sierra Madre and hereby designated 
for i liul purpose, and from and after 
thirty days from such publication the 
same shall take effect ami he in force. 

The foregoing ordinance was adopt¬ 
ed at a regular adjourned meeting of 
the Hoard of Trustees of the City of 
Sierra Madre held on the 17th da*y of 
June. 1915, by the affirmative vote of 
at least 3 Trustees, to-wit:

OIL MIXED CONCRETE 

FOR WATERPROOFING 


Department of Agriculture 
Points Out Advantages and 
Methods of Using 


After extensive laboratory and ser¬ 
vice tests the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture has secured results which appear 
to establish definitely the value of oil- 
mixed concrete for dump-proof con¬ 
struction. Detailed results of these 
tests, which were carried out in con¬ 
nection with the work of the Office of 
Public Hoads, Department of Agrlcul- ! 
tare, are contained in the new bulletin, j 
No. 230, of the department, entitled 1 
"Oil-Mixed Portland Cement Concrete." 
Hriefiy summarized, the conclusions to | 
he drawn from them are that the ad¬ 
mixture of certain mineral oils in small 
proportions, not to exceed 10 per cent 
of cement used, does not lessen the 
tensile strength of mortar; that the 
decrease in the compressive strength I 
of mortar and concrete is not serious; 
that concrete mixed with oil takes 
much longer to set hard, perhaps twice 
as long, hut that the increase in 
strength is nearly as rapid in the oil- 
mixed material as in the plain con- j 
crete. The use of oil does not make the 
conc rete impervious to heavy water 
pressure, hut it does make it practic¬ 
ally nonabsorhent under low heads. 

The value of oil-mixed concrete is 
said to he particularly great in the 
construction of basement floors and 
walls, watering troughs, cisterns, barns, 
silos, and in all parts of concrete struc¬ 
tures that are to be made damp proof. 

The oil should in no case exceed 10 
| per cent of tile weight of the cement, 

| and for the most part 5 per cent is all 
that is necessary. Since a hag of ce- 
! ment weighs 94 pounds, 4.7 pounds of 
! oil, or about 2% quarts, should tie add- 
| ed for each bag of cement used In the 
i mixtuie. The sand and cement should 
I be first mixed with the proper amount 
I of water into a stiff mortar, to which is 
added the correct amount of oil, and 
Hie whole mass again thoroughly mixed 
until all traces of oil have disappeared. 
Particular care should he taken to in- 
! sure that the oil is thoroughly incor¬ 
porated in the mixture, and the time 
of mixing should be practically double 
that when the oil is not used. For this 
reason a continuous mixer should not 
be used in oil-cement-concrete work, 
as it is difficult with this type of ma¬ 
chine to increase the time of mixing 
sufficiently. 

The kind of oil is also important, and 
: the technical specifications are sug- 
; gested in the bullet in in order to pre- 
| vent the use of certain oils which 
might tend to impair the strength of 
the mortar or the concrete. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
extreme care in proportioning, mixing, 
and placing the concrete is absolutely 
necessary if the addition of any water- 
i proofing agent is to be of value. Tho 
process of mixing oil with concrete has 
been covered by a public patent, so 
lhat any one is at liberty to use it. The 
methods of using this material are dis- 
• cussed more fully in the bulletin al¬ 
ready mentioned.
